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HAYS TO RETIRE. 
AS JUDGE OF STATE 
~ SUPREME COURT 


Says He Will Carry Out In- 
tention He Had When 
Elected in 1932 — Term 
Ends Dec. 31. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. . 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 22. — 
Judge Charles Thomas Hays of the 
Missouri Supreme Court said today 
he would carry out his original in- 
tention, when he was elected. in 
1932, not to seek re-election at the 
expiration of his 10-year term on 
Dec. 34 of this year. He said he 
would retire at that time to his 
farm near New London, Rallis 
County. 


“When I was elected it was my 
intention not to run for re-election 
at the end of my term,” Judge 
Hays told the correspondent. 

Retirement of Hays may open 
the way for appointment of a Re- 
publican to the Supreme Court by 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, subject 
to recommendations to be made by 
a judicial council under the non- 
partisan court plan, All of the 

i 
seven present judges of the court 
are Democrats. | 

Judge Hays, 73 years old, joined 
with Judge Ernest 8S. Gantt, 75- 
year-old senior member of the 
Court, in dissenting from the 
Court’s decision May 5 in an insur- 
ance fund case which disclosed a 
long-standing internal quarrel in 
the Court. 

Hays also dissented, together 
with Judge Ernest M. Tipton, from 
the action of a majority of the 
rgseven judges in suppressing two 
opinions by Judge Gantt and a re- 
ply to Gantt by Tipton, in the in- 
surance case, on the ground the 
opinions contained matter that 
was “scandalous, impertinent and 
scurrilous.” 

Judge Hays has been in ill 
health for some time but has been 
sitting on the bench regularly. Be- 
fore his election to the. Supreme 
Court in 1932, Judge Hays, whose. 
home was in Hannibal, was judge 
of the Tenth Judicial Circuit for 
13 years and prior to that time was 
a practicing lawyer for 25 years.

There Was None That 
He Was Involved in Lee

The jury that freed Elmer Dow- 
ling in his second trial on charges 
of assault with intent to kill a star 
witness in the Londe bombing 
case had no doubt that Dowling 
was involved in the matter, but 
they believed the State failed to 
prove he did the actual. shooting, 
a jury member told the Post- 
Dispatch today.

Most of 
these have emanated from Jesse 
Jones who was formerly in charge 
of stockpiling. Now the rubber 
program has been taken entirely 
out of Jones’ jurisdiction. 


Plans Being Drafted. 

Nelson said that Henderson was 
working on plans for a nation- 
wide gas rationing system. There 
is reason to believe that the present 
system in the East is a test for a 
nationwide plan to be put into ef- 
fect on or around July 1. 

“It is a tremendous task to in- 
stitute a nationwide rationing sys- 
tem,” Nelson said, “That cannot 
be done overnight. Look how long 
it took us to work out the sugar 
rationing system and that was com- 
paratively simple.” 


Eventually the synthetic rubber 
program calls for 700,000 tons of 
butadiene rubber a year and 100,000 
tons by two other processes. Not 
many weeks ago Jones _ talked 
glibly of 400,000 or 500,000 tons for 
next year, but Newhall expressed 
doubt as to whether his 350,000 
“guess” for 1943 was not too hope- 
ful. 


Scrap Rubber Needed. 


“All old scrap rubber can be re- 
claimed and used over again,” the 
statement pointed out, “Reclaimed 
rubber can be mixed with crude 
rubber to form a compound usable 
in many products, military as well 
as civilian, 


“Since Pearl Harbor, the flow of 
scrap rubber to reclaiming plants 
has greatly diminished. It ‘must 
be started again. Every American 
must see to it that every ounce of 
old rubber he owns gets into war 
channels,” 

Nelson and Newhall said that 
the signal for rationing would 
come from Eastman, who has the 
responsibility for determining all 
transportation needs. It was up to 
him to see that tires were made to 
last for the duration, for essential 
workers at any rate. 


Newhall said he had his own re- 
search staff which. was in constant 
touch with latest technical devel- 
opments, This included, he said, 
the announcement made last night 
by W. 8. Farrish, president of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, who 
told of a discovery making it pos- 
sible to get four times as much 
rubber by the ‘butyl process.

The Admiral, vice-chairman of 
the Maritime .Commission, said 
cargo vessels, averaging 10,000 tons 
each, are coming off the ways of 
the nation’s 60 shipyards “so fast 
that we can deliver them two a 
day into service.” . 

He spoke at the dedication of 
the Westinghouse Co.’s new mer- 
chant marine plant in a national 
Maritime Day ceremony, 

The 26 million dollar plant began 
producing turbines for the Navy 
145 days after ground was broken 
for its construction. 

President Roosevelt’s production 
goal of 23 million tons of shipping 
by the end of 1943 will be reached, 
he said, “despite the doubters and 
scoffers that this goal is fantas- 
tic.” : 
At the President’s press confer- 
ence, he was asked whether the 
ship sinking situation was not still 
“pretty serious” and he replied, 
“Oh my, yes.” 

High Army and Navy officials 
and representatives of Great Brit- 
ain and Russia issued statements 
stressing the importance of ships 
in the winning of the war, prais- 
ing workers producing the vessels 
as well as the officers and men 
who operate them. 

Admiral E. J. King, Commander- 

in-Chief of the United States Fleet 
and Chief of Naval Operations, 
said the merchant marine was 
“vital to the Navy, and therefore 
to the country.”

Long Fight to Victory. 

To questions relating to the war,

He summarized for the confer- 
ence an agreement which has been 
worked out to co-ordinate activi- 
ties, of the Federal Security Ad- 
ministration, the Red Cross and 
the Office of Civilian Defense 
should there be enemy bombings 
on either coasts.

nounced last night it would issue 
regulations soon to prevent mer- 
chants from amassing extra large 
stocks of goods. 

Although details were not de- 
cided on, one plan for equitable dis- 
tribution is to prohibit any mer- 
chant from having more dollars 
worth of stock this year than he 
had last year. 

Heavy buying by some firms is 


“preventing others from obtaining 
merchandise in sufficient quantities 
to supply the needs of the communi- 
ties they serve,” WPB. said. 

“Forthcoming regulations will 
specifically curb inventories of all 


types of merchandise in a way de- 


signed to assure that quantities 
on hand are reasonable and that 
equitable distribution among deal- 
ers is provided for.” 

The action was viewed in some 
quarters as preliminary to greatly 
increased rationing of consumer 


goods, 

Companies that have accumulat- 
ed swollen inventories would be 
forbidden to buy more goods until 
their stocks were whittled down 
to a “practicable working mini- 
mum,” This would mean consider- 
able unloading of merchandise by 
firms holding ‘excess supplies, it 
was predicted, through sales back 
to manufacturers or wholesalers or 
to other retailers. — 

The WPB announcement said the

More than 1300 Germans were 
reported killed in two engagements 
on the Kalinin front to the north. 

(Reuters news agency recorded 
a German broadcast today which 
said the Russians had broken 
through “the main German fighting 
line” over an  eight-mile front 
southeast of Lake Ilmen after 
heavy artillery preparation in an 
assault with tank and plane sup- 
port. The announcer said the 
bearkthrough was only temporary 
and that the Russian attacks “col- 
lapsed in the face of stubborn Ger- 
man resistance.”) 


Sixty-five German planes were 
said to have been shot down 
Wednesday, against a Russian loss 
of 23, and the Red air force was 
credited with destroying or dam- 
aging 74 Nazi tanks, 273 trucks 
with troops and supplies, 51 am- 
munition wagons and 31 guns.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).—

Carelessness, poor supervision 
and lack of precautions also con- 
tributed to the fire and capsizing 
of the Normandie, says the report 
which is now in printed form and 
awaiting final committee approval, 
It asserts that while sabotage 
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played no part in the incident, | : f 


there was a lack of adequate safe- 
guards against subversive activity. 
Salvage Work Begtn. 


The Navy disclosed last night 3 


that preliminary salvage work had 
been started on the Normandie, 
which was being converted into 
the troopship Lafayette when it 
burned and turned over Feb, 9. It 
will be at least a year before the 
vessel is righted. 

The Senate committee says the 
direct cause of the fire ‘was care- 
lessness in the use of an oxy- 
acetylene torch and attributes its 
quick spread to the disorder re- 
sulting from the hurried nature of 
conversion. 

A report by James F. Dulligan 
of New York, special counsel in 
the committee’s investigation, ex- 
plains that the work was “unduly 
accelerated through decisions made 
by the United States Navy Bureau 
of Ships in. Washington by per- 
sons in authority who were not on 
the scene, who had no personal 
knowledge of the work entailed, 
yet placed unreasonable time limi- 
tations on those charged with the 
actual burden of doing the work 
—and in the face of advice to the 
contrary by subordinate Navy of- 
ficers who were on the scene and 
fully acquainted with the difficul- 
ties involved.” 

Tasks for Inspector. | 

As proposed by the Senate com- 
mittee, the inspector general of 
the Navy would be charged with 
keeping Congress and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy informed “as to 
the conditions and needs of the 
entire naval service, pointing out 
to the legislative and administra- 
tive authorities the errors of com- 
mission as well as the errors of 

ommission, and of making recom- 
mendations to correct any un- 
satisfactory conditions or proced-

“The committee is of the opinion 
that if some such service had been 
in operation in the Navy Depart- 
ment during the month of Febru- 
ary, 1942, it might have been able 
to reconcile the difference of 
opinion between the officials who 


sy ordered the Lafayette be made 


ready to sail on Feb. 14 and the 
officials on the scene who pro- 
tested that the ship could not be 
made ready on that date.” — 
Other Causes Cited. 

In addition to the conflict over 
a time limit for finishing the job, 
the committe lists the following 
contributory causes: 

“Confusion of command and 
divided authority among the naval 
officers aboard the vessel prior and 
subsequent to the fire. 

“Absence of proper supervision 
of the contractor’s work by naval 
inspectors and the failure of said 
naval inspectors to insist on gen- 
eral compliance with the security 
provisions of the contract.

KANSAS CITY, May 22.—The 
anti-machine administration of

City and Jackson County of all the 
remnants of the old Pendergast 
and Shannon machines—the goats 
and rabbits—is making real prog- 
ress toward obtairiing Democratic 
candidates for the Legislature who 
have clean records and who have 
been without close machine affili- 
ations. 

In its search for desirable can- 
didates for the Legislature, the 
anti-machine group has received 
assurances from five of their will- 
ingness to file. Since Jackson 
County has 10 seats in the lower 
House of the Legislature, five are 
yet to be found. The names of 
those who have agreed to run are 
being withheld until the slate is 
completed. At least one, it is said, 
will be a woman, 

Lone Republican Joins Navy. 

Nine of the 10 present Jackson 
County members of the lower 
House are Democrats. The lone 
Republican, Charles L. Madison, 
who served last session with a 
creditable fecord, has enlisted in 
the Navy and will not be a candi- 
date fot re-election. 

The two Senate seats which 
Jackson County has will not be 
at issue this year, both Senators, 
M. E. Casey and Bernard L. Glo- 
ver, Democrats, being holdovers. 

The Republicans, under the lead- 
ership of Chairman William E. By- 
ers of the Republican County 
Committee, have made little prog- 
ress in an attempt to get up a 
slate of candidates, their efforts to 
obtain the co-operation of business 
and civic organizations having met 
with virtually no response. ; 
Notwithstanding the Democrats 
in the Jackson County delegation 
in the lower House of the Legis- 
lature have been nearly 100 per 


‘cent machine legislators, they have 


generally been considered a little 
above the average of the St. Louis 
legislators, at least om matters in:

Mayor Gage’s Activity. - 

A leading part in the movement 
for an improved legislative ticket, 
as well as for improved anti-ma- 
chine candidates for other offices, 
has been taken by Mayor John B.

Tells of Seeing German Gliders 
Towed Over Athens to Invade Crete’ 


Correspondent Weller Writes Year Later How 


Long Procession of Planes and Motorless 
‘ Craft Droned South in Early Morning.

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
May 22. 
HE Germans’ wholly air-borne 
T attack on Crete has heen de- 
scribed coherently up to now 
only from the Axis point of view 
because no Allied correspondents 
were in Crete at the time of the 
invasion and because the survivors’ 
narratives were curbed by military 
exigencies.

A few days after the historic Battle of Lexington, 
one Jeremiah O’Brien led a band of 35 fishermen and 
landsmen, armed with blunderbusses, pitchforks and 
axes, aboard a British lumber schooner, seized it, 
mounted one small cannon in it and tackled the 
British war schooner Margaretto, carrying four can- 
non and 14 swivel pieces. After a bloody exchange, 
in which seven men were killed on each side, the 
British surrendered in this first naval engagement 
of the war, which was to become known as the “Lex- 


‘ington of the Seas.” Barney, Decatur, Jones, Talbot, 


Preble, Perry and a host of others came into our 
infant Navy already filled with the spirit of the 
merchant marine, a spirit which they implanted into 
the Navy. 

After the wars with Britain, this same breed of 
men and their descendants carried the fame of 
Yankee-built and Yankee-owned clipper ships to ali 
the ports of the Seven Seas. Not until steam gained 
ascendancy over sail did our merchant marine begin 
to rot away. Our shipyards brought it back in the 
crisis of 1917-18 and with it came the same breed of 
tough-as-oak, rough-tongued men who were able to 
help the Navy successfully meet the challenge of the 
U-boat. The halcyon days of peace came and the men 
of the yards and the men of the sea drifted away to 
other occupations as launching way keelblocks de- 
cayed and emergency-built vessels acquired barnacles 
almost to their Plimsoll lines. 

Now they are back again for a bigger emergency 
than before. The men of the yards are “building 
sharp,” as did their forebears at Salem many years 
ago.

would draw attention to Hitler’s 
dictation to the Reichstag, 

American strategists are begin- 
ning to wage their own “psycholog- 
ical war” against Germany. The 
speeches by Donald Nelson, Leon 
Henderson, Admiral Land and oth- 
er top officials to the effect that 
the United States is outproducing 
the Axis powers is part of the 
campaign. The unidentified Brit- 
ish spokesman who recently said 
that soon 1000 British and Amer- 
ican planes would be attacking 
Germany from England was car- 
rying out a deliberate tactic, as 
was the War Production Board 
spokesman who announced last 
week that all contracts for war 
plants that could not be complet- 
ed and be in production by mid- 
1943 would be canceled. Equally 
important in this connection was 
Vice-President Wallace’s forward- 
looking speech in New York to 
the’ Free World Association, which 
promised a victory for the com- 
mon. man, wherever he may be in 
the world, : 

The Wallace speech, or one 
along similar lines, may rank with | 
President Wilson's “Fourteen | 
Points” of the last war, which has-| 
tened the Allied victory. 

Only a few of the signs have ap- 
peared which accompanied the Ger- 
man collapse in 1918. There had 
been minor mutinies in the Ger- 
man Navy in 1917 and a strike of 
the munitions workers in January, 
1918, but German morale was held 
up through the spring of 1918 by 
three great victories. Not until 
July, 1918,,when the German Army 
began retreating, did the civilian 
population begin grumbling be- 
cause officials became corrupt, 
necessary food became short and 
“black markets” flourished to the 
advantage of the rich. 

Yet, as late as October, 1918, 
Pershing was calling for 100 new 
A. E. F. divisions in France and 
the American and British Navies 
were planning against a great 
U-boat offensive they thought was 
scheduled for the spring of 1919. - 

One American official who has 
access to the highest and most 
confidential war information has 
stated it would be disastrous if 
any ‘portion of the American peo- 
ple began thinking now that an- 
internal collapse in Germany 
would end or hasten to end of the 
war. We may, in the words of Leon 
Henderson, be “confounding the 
Axis leaders and dismaying the 
Axis peoples,” but officials who 
rank higher than Henderson say 
that a victory by this course would 
be a windfall. The higher strateg- 
ists are working for a smashing 
military victory and a lasting 


peace.

RIVER ROUGE PLANT 
MAKING ARMY TANKS 


DETROIT, May 22 (AP).—The 
great River Rouge plant of the 
Ford Motor Co., where 90,000 men 
have labored in times of peak au- 
tomobile ‘production, is turning out 
tanks for the Army. 

One of the world’s largest in- 
dustrial. plants, River Rouge was 
disclosed officiaHy today to be in 
production on 30-ton tanks pow- 
ered by a variation of the For 
V-8 motor. rf 

The Army heretofore has let it 
be known that Ford is making 
tanks, but there is still no indica- 
tion of the extent of production. 
Military secrecy forbids this. 

It was announced, however, that 
River Rouge has been converted to 
tank production, with the tanks 
to roll out in the assembly line 
manner, associated With mass pro- 
duction of automobiles. Ford re- 
ceived the tank order eight months 
ago, 

River Rouge will continue to 
build Pratt & Whitney ‘motors for 
bombing: planes as well as jeeps, 
trucks, tires and automobiles for 
the Army..: : 

A majority of the machines that 
made General Motors automobiles 
and household appliances now is 
turning out war supplies at such a 
pace that the company has more 
than doubled its deliveries in the 
sixth months following Pearl Har- 
bor,, it was disclosed by O. E. 
Hunt, vice-president. : 

Two-thirds of all the automatic 
machines—from huge automobile 
body stamping presses to delicate 
instruments for precision work— 
are now engaged in making wea- 
pons of war in 32 cities, scattered 
over 13 states, he told correspond- 
ents on the National Association 
of Manufacturers’ production-for- 
victory. tour yesterday. 

On a rapid tour of some of the 
General Motors plants in the De- 
troit area, these correspondents

“We know confidently,” he said, 
“that on the day the guns fall si- 
lent and we stand victorious, then 
in spite of what we have put into 


the war, we will emerge with our 
soil and our raw materials unim- 
paired; with the greatest produc- 


ing plant and with the ’ greatest 
army of trained and skilled work- 
erg in the world’s history. Those, 
under the genius of management 
which this nation will not lack, are 
the elements of real wealth. We 
shall not have eXpended them. 


* Postwar Problem, 

“Let us then look at this prob- 
lem of the public debt with confi- 
dence that it does not mean the 
end of America or of the American 
way of doing things,” he added, 

Davis said this nation’s world re- 
sponsibilities “will not end with the 
defeat of Hitler and. the war lords 


of Japan. In the postwar world)’ 


we will have the major battle of 
reconstruction to fight at home 
and abroad. Our battle plan, to 
win, must be based upon the best 
American tradition and idealg and 
that means it must be flexible, im- 
aginative and daring.” 

Another speaker was Clarence 
B. Randall, of Chicago, vice-presi- 
dent of the Inland Stéel Co., who 
said that democracy and the closed 
shop fail to harmonize. “There 
is one normal way for union men 
to express their disapproval of 
wrong leadership, and that is to 
withdraw their support,” he as- 
serted, “But under the closed shop 
they cannot dc that. Men can’t 
get out of a union in a closed 
shop, once they get in.

F Hitler does not gain control over the Caucasus by August or, at 
the latest, by October, 1942, he may be unable to wage offensive war 
and will surely lose the initiative. | 
If, on the other hand, he succeeds in conquering the Caucasus, he 
will starve Russia’s motorized armies and its economy. The “scorched 
earth” policy will compel him to restart drilling, rebuildt refineries and 
storage facilities, refine the crude oil and transport the finished prod- 
ucts to the industrial centers and the battle fields, 


To replace the destroyed mate- 
rial, it will be necessary for him 
to move the refineries and equip- 
ment from France, Holland, Bel- 
gium and Czechoslovakia. The al- 
ternative would be to ship crude 
oil to the idle European refineries, 
but this would involve greater 
transport difficulties and greater 
bombardment risks. At best, oil 
resources will not be available to 
Hitler before 1943, at which time 
the military power of the Allies 
will have reached its full develop- 
ment. 1 

Hitler Must Have OiL 

After 10:months of the Russian 

campaign, there can be no doubt 


of Hitler’s imperative need of the 
Caucasian oil fields; he finds him- 
self in the predicament of the 
alchemist who spent all his gold 
trying to make gold. To achieve 
hig purpose, Hitler must have new 
oil supplies; and he must deprive 
the Soviet Union of its supply. 

Hitler controls at present a sup- 
ply of from 10 to 12 million tons 
of oil per year. This figure in- 
cludes the European natural oil 
production of 6 million tons, the 
synthetic production of 4 million 
tons, and all substitutes — some 2 
million tons. Hitler-dominated Eu- 
rope has a yearly minimum con- 
sumption for non-military purposes 
of at Jeast 8 million tons as com- 
pared with 20 million’ tons before 
the war. 

This consumption: cannot be re- 
duced further without lowering 
the productive, industrial and ag- 


ricultural potential of the Nazi war) 


machine. _ 

There remains, therefore, a year- 
ly supply of from 2 to 4 million 
tons with which the Axis can 
wage war on all fronts. 

In 1940, Russia produced about 
34 million tons of crude oil “11 
per cent of. world production). 
About 85 per cent of Russian oil 
is produced in the Caucasus, par- 
ticularly in the region of Baku, 
where production reaches 24 mil- 
lion tons. Other fields are be- 
tween Rostov and Baku-—such as 
Grozny and Mailop, which produce 
about 5 million tons yielding good 
lubricants. 

The industrialization of Soviet 
Russia, which proceeded with the 
formation of a powerful motorized 
army, and the collectivization of 
—2 agriculture have contrib- 

to make Russia the second 
— consumer of potroleum 
products in the world. 

Russia Cut Exports. 

In the early thirties the Russians 
still exported, for reasons of cur- 
rency requirements, . petroleum 
products to the amount of 4 to 6 
millions tons annually. In 1938, 
however, the export flow had be- 
come a trickle of less than a mil- 
lion tons, with all signs pointing to 
a complete cessation. The Soviets 
needed the oil for themselves. 

Such a dependence on oil ex- 
plains the paramount importance 
of safe transport lanes from the 
Caucasus to the fighting fronts 
of Russia and to the civilian hin- 
terland.

Hitler succeeded in increasing 
the production of synthetic oil dur- 
ing his pre-war administration by 
1400 per cent—from about 100,000 
tons in 1938 to about 1,500,000 in 
1938. This is a remarkable feat, 
the more so because construction 
of such conversion plants is very 
intricate. This achievement of 
Hitler's in the pre-war period rep- | 
resents the maximum investment 
in his war machine. ~- 

A careful weighing of all perti- 
nent factors by experts indicates 
that Germany's present output of 
synthetic oil is close to four mil- 
lion tons. The raw material, that 
is to say, the coal and lignite, is 
practically inexhaustible. 

Until the French collapse, Ru- 
mania shipped considera ble 
amounts over its regular sea 
routes to Mediterranean ports and 
western European ports, but Italy 
probably did not receive more than 
a few hunared thousand tons, and 
Germany hardly more than a mil- 
lion tons. From the moment Italy 
entered the war, in June, 1940, all 
the four million tons of Rumanian 
oil were available only to the Axis. 

However, the problem of trans- 
portation, with its immense diffi-| 
culties, still remained. Only a 
maximum of 1.5 million tons can 
be shipped on the Danube, while 
the balance of 2.5 million tons must 
be hauled overland by rail to all 
parts of the continent. 

Magnitude of Task. 

The magnitude of the task of 
moving oil mainly by rail, tank 
barges and seagoing tankérs be- 
comes evident when one considers 
that from 10 to 7% million tons 
must be moved annually, for mili- 
tary and civilian needs, over dis- 
tances ranging from the German 
centers of production to Bergen in 
Norway, Riga in Latvia. and the 
Gulf of Biscay on the Spanish bor- 
der; and from the distant Ruma- 
nian oil fields to the immense 
theater of war in northern Russia, 
and to Sicily and Athens for the 
Mediterranean and North African 
war. 

“Civilian consumption of lubri- 
cants cannot be pared down. 
Wherever wheels turn, lubricants 
are necessary to prevent metal 
surfaces from dry. The 
strain imposed .on industrial ma- 
chinery by the war has made the 
saving of lubricants impossible, 
even though a careful system of 
reclamation is said to have saved 
up to 25 per cent of the annual 
consumption of 600,000 tons in 
Germany. 

In the Polish, Norwegian, French 
and Balkan campaigns, Hitler did 
not have to fall back on his ac- 
cumulated stocks. It was com- 
paratively easy for him to draw 
on current domestic production 
and.on Rumanian and Russian 
imports without touching pre-war 
reserves. 

Hitler’s real need for oil started 
with the Russian campaign. The

MANHATTAN, Kan. May 22 
(AP).—A proposal that freshmen 
be allowed to compete in confer- 
ence sports in the spring of their 
first year will be voted upon this 
week end by the Big Six faculty 
representatives at Kansas City.

While proletarians, who have 
been lucky enough to escape serv- 
ice on the Russian front, have been 
putting in these long hours, Ger- 
Man peasants have been working 
so hard that even the Nazis won- 
der if they are not overdoing it. 
They are spending more time in 
the fields than they did early in 
the war in a desperate effort to 
overcome the effects of the bitter 
winter on their crop prospects. 
How hard they were working even 
Hast year is shown by a report in 
the Frankfurter Zeitung. An in- 


of Goettingen into the working 
hours of peasant families in the 
Nikolausberg district, between May 
1 and Nov. 1, 1941, showed that 
the average number of hours 
worked by all the working mem- 
bers of peasant’ families was 78.8 
hours a week. Male peasants aver- 
aged 80.5 hours weekly and their 
wives 81.9. Individual peasants 
averaged as much as 90 hours a 
week, and, during the harvest, 100 
hours. 


It will take more than back- 
breaking work to rectify the agri- 
cultural situation in Germany this 
year, judging by neutral reports 
The severe weather of the past 
winter resulted in heavy “winter 
kill” of wheat planted last. fall. In 
some parts of Denmark 75 per 
cent of the fall sowing was killed 
and it is likely that Germany, 
which sows 95 per cent of its 
wheat in the fall, has suffered bad- 
ly. This means that extensive areas 
will have to be resown either in 
spring wheat or in oats, barley 
and other crops. 

It is also likely that the potato 
supply has been affected by frost. 
On the continent potatoes are 
stored over the winter in field pits 
and even in normal winters some 
are ruined by béing frozen. Last 
winter the percentage of loss was 
unquestionably the heaviest in 
many years and, as a result, there 
may be a definite shortage before 
the new crops are ready.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal. May 22

conquer Moscow. 

Characteristic of each of them: 
To, conquer the capitals of the en- 
emy. Each grandiose; its aim de- 
finitive, ' : 

. * * 
ND now, 1942. End of May. 
Perfect fighting § weather. 
Where is the German offensive? 
Moscow? London? Or even Len- 
ingrad? Sevastopol? 

Hitherto the Germans have al- 
ways conquered the fringes by get- 
ting the center, ‘This time the of- 
fensive is against Kerch. 

Now, on the map the military 
center of Russia is still Moscow. 
The Crimea is on the fringes. And 
the center of the Crimea is not 
Kerch, It ig Sevastopol, for whose 
possession many a war has been 
fought. The Nazis are fighting on 
the fringes. This is new, and this 
is weakness. 

The German explanation is: 
Kerch is the way to the Caucasus. 
The Caucasus is oil. But hitherto 
the Germans have not fought for 
oil or for any other specific eco- 
nomic aim. They have fought to 
destroy the nations and armies 
that controlled and protected the 
economic booty. Now: they are 
fighting directly for the economic 
booty. This is a military regres- 
sion. And by it they confess their 
economic weakness. They need 
something—armies or no armies. 

But is Kerch the key to the Cau- 
casus? 

The Caucasus is a highly forti- 
fied region that can only be con- 
quered by huge armies. To com- 
plete this conquest one needs a 
secure base large enough to gather 
thereon all that is needed, and to 
secure communication lines. 

But the Isthmus of Kerch is only 
a small strip of land permanently 
threatened by the Russian Black 
Sea Fleet based on Sevastopol. It 
is sheer nonsense to think that one 
can cross from Kerch to the Cau- 
casus mainland for a major opera- 
tion, From there one can make 
commando raids, but they won't 
secure the Caucasus. é 

The brilliant — and heretofore 
typical—Nazi way to the Caucasus 
is via Moscow: Knock out the 
enemy, and you have all the enemy 
possesses and controls. That was 
the spring and summer offensive 
of 1941, 

The second way is: Hold the 
whole area between Kharkov and 
the Black Sea as a base for a for- 
ward move against Rostov and the 
Caspian. That was the move of 
last fall. The Germans were in 
Rostov—for a while. | 

The third way—the actual avring 
offensive against Kerch—will land 
them in a dead-end street.

UT how about the Russians, 
whom everyone seemed to think 
were going to “resist heroically.” 

They have started a spring of- 
fensive, in the hitherto Nazi man- 
ner of grand strategy. 

For Kharkov is the anchor of 
the whole Nazi line from Moscow 
to the Black Sea.

There is the narrow 
skirt with pleats across the front 
and the significant. peg-tep pock- 
ets, while the back is flat.. The

The other two costumes sketched 
bring . out important’ priority 
themes featured in the show. The 
two-piece suit a the left is of black 
satin and is designed for “don’t 
dress” evenings.

jacket. A clever slashing at the 
front of the waistline gives a fitted 
line to the jacket. The three but- 
tons are rhinestone studded.

The other costume sketched 
shows the deft utilization of two 
materials.

The de- 
signer, Miss Hart, who has been 
mentioned previously, wears it as 
illustrated but the hat worn back- 
ward is equally attractive. Above 
is Miss Helen Klaich’s version of 
a gay summer chapeau. It is made 
of white broadcloth, the crown 
merely a ruffle. Red roses hang 
precariously at the back of the 
crown. Blue veiling attached at 
the sides ties under the chin and 
holds the hat on the head.

sketched at center top. The brim 


‘is squared jauntily across the front 


and the tan quills curled to follow 
its symmetrical line. Miss Rose- 
mary Rosenmeyer was the de- 
signer. 

The fourth hat at lower right is 
one of a group of —— styles 


designed and shown by Miss Wini- 
fred Jones. This is a pompadour 
model made of navy and white 
checked taffeta and enhanced by 
a blue veil over, which tiny white 
grosgrain bows have been tacked. 
Another of Miss Jones’ designs was 
a blue velveteen sailor inspired by 
a Gay’ Nineties hat of her grand- 
mother’s. Ostrich tips were curled 
across the top while two hat pins 
which were thrust at right angles 
into the back of the crown were 
headed by tiny blue birds. 


Before starting work on their 
creations which made up this un- 
usual fashion show, the Washing- 
ton University girls spent many 
hours pouring over old magazines 
at the library. They devoted most 
time to the World War era, learn- 
ing that narrow skirts were the 
vogue and that high crowns in- 
variably followed such a silhouette 
trend. Not one of them tried to 
capture the ballerina look. of the 
past few years after their re- 
search, but determined to make 
the most of a straight and narrow 
silhouette in the creation of youth- 
ful, wearable fashions. 


Approximately 60 costumes and 
75 hats designed by the students 
were presented during the show. 
The students were those in the

HERE are various ways of 
T cutting down the sugar re- 

quired to sweeten desserts, and 
almost all “of them call for use of 
a sugar substitute, such as honey, 
corn syrup or molasses. Just a 
little different is today’s recipe 
which saves on sugar by using 
crushed peanut brittle candy to 
add appealing texture as well as 
sweetness. 

Peanut Brittle Tapioca Cream. 

Three and one-half tablespoons 
quick-cooking tapioca, one-fourth 
cup sugar, one egg (separated), 
two cups milk; one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract, one-half cup coarsely crushed 
peanut brittle. 

Thoroughly mix together tapioca, 
sugar, egg yolk and -milk in the 
top of a double boiler. Cook, stir- 
ring frequently, over boiling water 
for 12 ‘to 14 minutes or until tap- 
ioca is clear and the mixture some 
what thick. Remove from heat. 
Add salt to egg white and beat 
until stiff; fold hot mixture into 
beaten egg white. Cool, add va- 
nilla, and chill. Just before serv- 
ing fold in one-half cup coarsely 
crushed peanut brittle. Four to five

E ALL see our lips every day 

—at least I presunie we all do. 

I have heard that thousands 
of people in the United States don’t 
use a toothbrush daily, but I have 
yet to hear of a single inhabitant 
of the North American continent 
who doesn’t look into a mirror 
pretty regularly. In spit of this, a 
great many diseased conditions of 
the lips—ulcers and fissures—are 
allowed to drag on and no atten- 
tion is paid ‘to them. Sometimes 
they result in quite serious condi- 
tions. 

The commonest change that oc- 
curs in the lips is the fever blister. 
So far as I know, the world is 
divided into two classes of, people 
—the ones who want to know how 
to cure a fever blister and the ones 
who have a perfectly certain cure. 
The only suspicious thing about 
the perfectly certain cures is that 
no two of them are alike, so I have 
always hesitated to recommend 
anything to my readers. 

Since fever blisters pass away in 
nearly every instance, the medical 
profession doesn’t pay much at- 
tention to them. The only danger 
is that a more serious condition 


will be shrugged off by saying, 
“Oh, it’s only a fever blister.” 


x * ® 

I SAY THE FEVER biister al- 
most always passes away. Very 
infrequently there is left a chronic 
ulcer or a little, hard horn of the 
skin at the site of the fever blister. 
These may drag on for years and 
should not be allowed to do so be 
cause they are potential cancers. 

In fact, any change in the skin 
of the lips which is at all chronic 
is potentially cancerous. There is 
a condition known as keratosis 
that occurs in people whose occu- 
pations expose them to the wind 
and sun. There is a thickening 
of the skin of the lip, which in 
itself does no harm, and may last 
for years before finally it turns 
into a cancer. There is nothing 
to™be done for the keratosis, but 
when it begins to break down and 
form a weeping ulcer or sore or 


a fissure that doesn’t heal, it 


should be removed. 

Another condition of the lips is 
known as leukoplakia. This oc- 
curs mostly after middle age and 
shows up as a white, silvery patch 
which looks as if it could be 
rubbed off, but is extremely de- 
ceptive in this-respect. Like the 
keratosis, it may go on for years 
doing no harm, and then begin to 
turn into cancer. 

x 2 2 

OF COURSE, THE LIP is one 
of the most frequent sites of su- 
perficial cancer. Besides the can- 
cers that -re secondary to the pre- 
cancerous conditions we have de- 
scribed above, such as indolent 
ulcer, horn keratosis and leuko- 
plakia, a cancer May appear on 
the lip spontaneously. There are 
two kinds; one in the form of a 
wart and one in the form of an 
ulcer. They hardly ever occur be- 
fore the age of 60. 

It is an astonishing thing, in 
view of the campaign against can- 
cer which stresses the fact that 
any lump or ulceration of the skin 
should be examined by a physician 
and also stresses the fact that in- 
ternal examination should be 
made regularly after the age of 
40, that cancer of the lip should 
be so frequently neglected and 
should show one of the highest 
death rates of any form of cancer, 

There, as I said at the beginning, 
we have a part of the body that 
we look at every day and should 
know what changes are occurring, 
and still so many people neglect 
and put off these things until it 
is too late. The lesson is that 
the lips are particularly subject 
to serious degenerative changes 
and anything in- the form of «4 
lump or an ulceration ora break 
in the skin should have the bene- 
fit of medical advice. 


If you want a gelatin mixture
